OFINION OF AN OMIO JURINT ON
THE COUNTING OF THE ELECTOR-
AL VOTE.

An ewinent jurist of Ohio, Judge Joseph
B. Swan, hes just given to the public his
views upon the constitutions! provision for
counting and declaring the elestoral vote.
Judge Swan is one of the ablest jurists of
Ohio, and his opivion will be regarded by
the bar of the whole country 28 one en-
titled to much weight. He cites the pro-
vision of the constitution us 1o the appoint-
ment of electors, a8 showing conclosively
that an “elector in a State oflicer, whatever
may be the conrequences of that fact,” and

with Congress or any other authority, but
to obey it. e says he believes that the
Louisiana Returniog Board  has
acted  wisely and i
the discharge of

that its conduet, in giving certificates to the
Hayes electors was just and right, but wers
the result otherwise—had the decision of
the Board boen manifestly unjust—he holds
that Congress has no right to go behind the
certificate of the Board, for the Board has
been created by State law for the purpose
of doiog this work; it is the machinery
which the people of the State have provi-
ded, through which to declare their will,
and when it proves untrue to the trust re-
posed in it, the people themselves must
correct the evil. If the law is bad, let it be
repesled, but while it remains law it most
be obeyed. The certificate, itself, is all
that Congress has to deal with; if this is
in proper form, and issned by the proper,
legal anthority, as provided by the law of
the State, the certificate must be received,
and the vote must be counted.

A SIOUX-PRISE.

Being the Same Given by Gan, Miles
to the Redskins on Oc-
tober 2ist.

An Buthentic Account of the Fifth In-

fantry’s Engagement with
Sitting Bull,

Gallant Behavior of the Troops and
Discomfiture of the Indians.

General N. A, Miles, Colonel 5th Infant-
ry, commanding the troope on the Yellow-
stone, havieg learned that Sitting Ball,
with & large force of runaway Indians from
the agencies, was moving toward Powder
river for the purpose of annoyiog supply
trains between Glendive and the Canton-
ment on Tongue river, M. T, was prepar-
ing to move sgainst him, whea the non-ar-
rival of a large sopply train, determined
him to move before the time originally in-
tended. At half past two A. . on the 17th
of October, the 5th Infantry was ordered to
move without delay, and the regiment was
already crossing the Yellowstone by day-

t.

During the enruing twenty-four heurs,
the regi marched 42 milea Havin
mhdw.l'h:‘tlm acd finding thltuus-
tack had been successfully resisted, (with
one man wounded) by five companies of the
22cd Infantry, under Lieut. Col. Gtis, Ger.
Miles with his regiment, marched after
Sitting Buil, wio had moved northeast.

Oa the 20th & force numberiog from 300
to 500 Sioux appeared in froot of the 5ib.
A line of battle was immediately formed and
the "\\'nl.k-a-hnpu"’ advuoced u the red
warriors. Two lndiass with aflag of truce
rode ont toward the advancing live. They
expressed & dusire to talk with a view 1o
overtares of peace. The Filth was halted,
and rested on its arma in lice of batile,
while its commander, attended by an officer
and an orderly, rode outto “have a talk™
with Sitting l. Bitting Bull did not
want to fight—be wanted pesce—but was
informed that be could have peace only on
accepling the condilions oflerred by the
Government. The “talk” larted until late
in the evening, when the Indians withdrew
and the Fifth was moved to a position from
which it could more eatly and effcctively
check any efforts of the esemy to get away.
Next day had been sppointed for a final
council. This was ot permitted to inter-
fere with the movement of the troops, who
marched at an early hour upoa the Indian

ition. At about eleven A. I.B:ug:
E:l with nive chiefs: Bull Eogle,
Skirt, Pretty Bear, Yellow Eagle, Joba
Sano Arcs and others, came outon foot and
marched abreast toward a knoll about half
way between 1he opposing lines, on which
were asemub'ed Geo. Miles and several of
the officers of hia regiment.  Bitting Bull
wanted 1o be left alone, and he would let
tiie white man ajone. Afier much taik by
by the various Chiefs, Sitting Bull was in-
formed once and for all, that he must sc-
cept the libersl conditions offered by the
(Government, or for immedinte hos
tilitier, and the council disperred, Bittiog
Bull disappeariog like a shadow in the
crowd of warriors behind him. (By the
way Sitting Bull is not_Bison McLean —not
& graduate of West Point—not anything
but & throrough Indian, snd one of woret
kind.)

The Fifth were then deployed as ekir-
mishers and prepared to move forward.
The scene was most animated. General
Miles sent for his company commanders,
and ther came charging over the field to
receive his final iostructions. On the
other side, the Sioux leaders rode hither
and thither at full speed in froot of their
line, marshaliog their men and harangening
them, calling on them 10 be brave. Sitting
Buoll’s interpreter, Bruey, rode back to ask
why the troopa were following him. He
was answeted by Geperal Miles that the
non-acceptance at the lerms offered, was
considered an act cf hostility, and he wounld
open fire at once. The whole line then
advanced inskirmish order. One company
occupied & knoll on the left with the three.
inch the first fire from which was
mﬁy s hearty cheer from the ad-
vancing line. The Indians tried their old
